Dr. Chalmerssaid that *>ne ot tin* 
most difii(*nlt things in life to him 
was always to exhibit a gracious 
denn^anor to umpleasant anti 
disagreeable people. It ha[)p(Mis in 
the strange divt^rsities of hunmn 
(duiracter, ami Ihe perplexing com- 
jdications of social life, that we have 
to come in contact with persons 
who are not congenial, who co?i- 
stantly rub against us the wrong 
way. SometiuH's they merely 
irritat-e us like clisctnxlant notes of 
music, antl sohietimes they nnise 
antagonism, and even re[>ulsion, 
by their very pr<\sence. 

Ordiiuirily we try to keep away 
from sutdi individuals, but with 
some, their lot in life is to be (nuu- 
pelled to live with those who are 
alive with disturbing corners and 
angles. Of course each one con- 
siders himelf sweet ami amiable 
an<i just, and would didlne a bore 
to be a person who talks alxnit 
himself so much that he does not 
give you an o|>portunity to talk 
a!>out yourself. Another tlefitution 
of a bore is a man who talks a great 
deal without saying anything. 
Hut bores ai'e not the most un- 
pleasaTit people to be found. Some 
of them are very pleasant people. 
and nsally oil the whet>ls of life 
when we are in (»ertain moods, only 
being disagre<*able whi^n they 
btHHun e m a I a])ropos. 

A nn)re serious thing is that in- 
definable quality of disposition and 
temperament causing a seeming 
lack ot [xnnts of contact between 
two indivi iuals. There is ap- 
l)arently no possibh* dovetailing 
eitluM* of mental tastes or s[)iritual 
alfinities.

If we cannot (»onqiier our 
feelings, wi» (*an at least avoid 
huiting the feelings of others, by 
n^f raining from harshness and in- 
justice, s!n>wing (Uitwardly a gentle 
and (Christian denn^anor. 

We do not always perceive H)i\\ 
even the writingof a noteof <»ongrat- 
nlation, the fabri<»ation of somet hini^ 
inten<hMl as an offering of affection, 
our necessary intercourse with 
characters winch have no con- 
g(*niality with our own, or hours 
api»ar(Mitly trifled iiway in the 
donn^stic* <dnde, may be nnnle by us 
the [)erfornuinc»e of a most sacred 
and blessed work even the carrying 
out, after our ftM>ble measure, of 
the <lesign of Vunl for the increase 
(»f happim^ss.

such a pi*rs(>n goes he carries 
gladness. He makes it easier for 
others to live.

SAUSAGK SANDWICHES. 

Crumble cold boihMl or fried 
sausages i\no, taking off the thin 
covfM*ing first.. Moisten with melt- 
ed butter ami s[>read on home- 
made tolls or biscuit. 

OOT.D BEEF SANDWICHES. 

Slice the beef very thin, sprinkle 
it with salt, lay a slice between 
two of bix>ad and cut into rather 
small smdwiches. Or you may 
mince the beef tbie, as din^cted for 
the ham. 

t.iiW s A N l»\\ H H [';s. 

Boil two eggs hard, chop the 
whites and mix them with the 
yolks. Work in a little meltctl' 
butter, season to taste with salt 
ami spread upon slices of whole 
wheat bread. 

CHICKEN AND HAM SANDWrCHES. 

To half a cupful of cold chicken, 
choppetl fine, add a slice of boiled 
ham, also chopped. iSHx with them 
eiujugh chicken gravy to enable 
you to spreatl the nunced meat like 
a pashs ami put it between slices 
of Boston brown bread. 

TONGUE SANDWICHES. 

The tnlds and ends of cold hoikd 
tonnue should be mixed for this. 
It can be used alone as in ham 
sandwiches, ov with o^^*:^, as in bam 
and egg sandwiches. 

SARDINE SANDWICHES 

Drain sardines of their oil, skin 
them and fiake the fish. MoivSten 
with butter or good salad oil, 
squeeze in a few dmps of lemon 
juice and spread upon thin slices 
of graham or whole wheat bread. 

BACON SANDWICHES. 

Mini»e fine cold bn>il mI bacon 
that has not been cooked long 
enough to become hard. Mix with 
it a hard-boiled i^^^^, also cliopped 
ami spread on brovv!i bread. 

PRUNE SANDWICHES. 

Stone stewed pruiu^s chop them 
and sprea<l them upon bread rather 
thickly buttered. 

CHEESE SANDWICHES. 

Spivad buttered bread with cream 
or pot-cheese made soft with cream 
and salted sMghtly. A ()leai^int 
addition to this is a few olives, 
either chopped and mixed with the 
cheese, or sent whole to be eaten as 
a relish.

Law, now repealed, was a trvrror to 
evil doers who tranHfcrred property 
out of their hands ti^i defraud credi- 
tors. Judges of U. S. District 
Courts had jurisdiction. 11. S. 
Marshals acted under ihfMr orders, 
and Register's in Bankrujitey were 
oflicers of the Court for more con- 
venient local aceessibility. The 
U. S. Supreme Court was the lant 
resort for cases on appeal for the 
Courts below.

A little military discipline in 
schools for th(» deaf would be a 
good thing. We do not Indieve in 
that slit!', tight-laced, nevei-lauid- 
your-ba(d4 discipline, for tin; deaf, 
but we do believ<» in that disei])lin(», 
call it what we may, that will make 
better walkers of i)upils, give them 
a (dearer understanding of what, 
promi>t obedience means, t<a('h 
them to (»bey orders carefully, and 
impress upon them the imporlaiice 
(d' directness and truthfulness in 
speech. 

Military drill, carried to its prac- 
lical and logical length, will pro- 
duce these results in tlui hearing, 
it certainly seems phtusible that 
I lie (b'af eould ju'oiit by it. If thc^ 
abov<^ is military disciplim*, we l)e- 
li(»v(^ also that itvvould be a g(»od 
thing for our pupils. Americans 
are bad walkers. It is rare to find 
an <^xce[>tion. 

There ate [)r;ict ieally non(> in our 
schools f<u' th(» (h»af', and very few 
even in our standing army. Books 
on military drill and jdi.vsical train- 
ing give* wli(d(M'haplers to the dis- 
cussion of tin* subject of walking. 

W(^ are told that this or that part 
of the foot must touch ground first, 
that you must be <»areful and make 
tins aiigb^ jikst so-and-so, etc, W*» 
will not say that this is n<»t good arl- 
viee, but wi^ will say that veiy few 
hav<^ b(^eu helped by it. We do 
not think tliat method would devel- 
op in our pupils the firm, steady, 
vigorous tread that the deal la(dc. 

It w(mld take S!)nuMhing more 
substatit iai, something having 
firmiu'ss, and at the* same time, 
sonu^ one having stability of 
fuirpose, who would command a 
ri'^id adh(^nMic(» to th<» practic<». 
W<' think thisc(Mihl be rea(?hed by 
military drill and [diysical train- 
ing, but then comes the ery, No 
time, no [>lae(s on a[)paratus. It 
should be carri<Ml on rc^gardless of, 
and subcu'dinate to, the time and 
eultivaion of thc^ jjupils mentally, 
but, at the same time, we sliould 
have th(» disci[»liiK^ and rigidly ad- 
h(»re to it, for experience has sliown 
that the lessons taught in obedience* 
to <*ommand, in [)rof)er carriage, in 
direct and truthful speech, carry 
with them a lasting impr<*Hsion and 
a regard for exactness and order 
which are of great service and very 
valuable in business lift*. — ML

Towards noon the presidoiit- 
elect. Major William Mcdvinley, 
accompanietl by the retii ing Prc^si- 
dent, and Senators vSherman and 
Mitelndl, anci escorted by a detach- 
ment (d' the regular army corj>h 
was driven down the Avenue to the 
Ca[ it(d, amid the cheering of thou- 
sands of voices. Quite a number 
of the students had hied hither for 
the [>ur[>os<* of seeing him '* swoi'u 
in," but left immediat<dy after he 
had taken the oath of oflice. It 
was not by any means an easy 
thing to secure a vantage point 
from which to view the ■* passing 
t)f the pomp and pageantry '' of the 
proe(\ssion, and many of us came 
very near being knocked ont of a 
sight that comes to the majorily of 
the students \)ut onci* in the whole 
<'ollegiate cours**. 

About three in the afternoon our 
new President was driven back to 
the Executive Mansion, and shortly 
afterwanls, following in his wake, 
came the grand |>roeession. Ptu' 
thnH> ecmiseeutive hours there was 
nothing but 

*"l^ninip ! tramp !I tramp III 
The boys arc marching." 

Imposing indeed was this moving 
panamora, and it is safe to pre- 
sume that it sent a thrill of patriot- 
ism through tlu^ most inditTerent 
observer. (gorgeously uniformed 
ofliciU's, mounted on liery steeds ; 
the cavalry with its gleanung 
sabres ; yu* infantry, shoulder to 
shoulder with a nu^asvired tread ; 
the artillery with their polished 
cannons ; the *Vjack tars*' from the 
battleship Ncnv York, with their 
naval mascot, a goat of Nunddian 
black ; Governors from several 
Statics surrounded by their gorge- 
ously arrayed stalTs ; the old veter- 
ans bearing aloft their shattered 
bannei's ; the Morton Cadets, with 
tlndr shoulder-like bearing ; the 
Carlisle Indians with their agile 
tread, an<i bearing with them the 
equi[>ments of modern civilization ; 
the various clubs, all marched to 
the strains of martial music past 
the* grand reviewing stand, ereeted 
in front of tin* Executive Mansicm. 

And the fireworks, I hey were 
sim[>ly grand. For over an himr 
thi^ vicinity near Washington monu- 
me!.t was lighted by a brilliant 
py rotech n i v tl iaplay . A dcTzen 
searchlights played *'I spy'' under 
the darkened canopy of the heavens, 
and more than once did they spy 
out the huge white shafts of the 
monument, and bring them out in 
bold relief. 

Then came the climax of the 
pomp and glory of am)th(*r great 
iniuguration — the Inaugural Ball.

The 
other exercises were equally as 
good, if not l>ett*M\ than many pre- 
ceding ones. The obstacle race, in

A well-dressed young deaf n\in\ 
was seen last week distributing 
carils in the ladies' waiting-room ot 
Strawbridge' tfe Clothfers large 
dry goods establishment at Eightii 
and Market Streets. Mi. II. E. 
Stevens happtMied to be there and 
saw his caril, which he found to be 
an app(\il Un* aid. He qui^slioncd 
him why he did not try to get work, 
and was toM that he did try l>ut 
failed every time. He further said 
thai he was making this appeal to 
get money to enabh> him to pursin 
the study of art in New York City. 
Perhaps in a few weeks we will 
hear ''Te<i" reporting this same 
uian as soliciting aid in New York ^ 
to provide liim means with which to 
study art in Boston, or so and so. 

Now, without making further 
comm<Mits upon this [lartieuJar case 
this kitui of business, is getting to 
be v<MT common among the deaf. 
We ailnnt it v\itii shame. Only a 
few wrecks ago we t'lscou raged one 
from plying at it The persis- 
tency with which the business is 
plied by the (leaf, an<l by a large 
number o( imposters, gives ns the 
suggestion of its [)rofitableness. 
Why these j>eddlers, or whatever 
yon choose to call tluni, have been 
known to travel all over country. 
It is not to be supposed that they 
travel on free passe s, or even on 
half-fare, but they pay their way 
as any omc would have to, and t5ey 
are well able to do it by tht^ profit 
from theii' lH»ggarly practice upiui 
the puldie. Nay, that is not all ; 
(hey can even afford to repose at 
good hotels A short time ago we 
reported one as being seen at 
trreerrs Hotel on Chestnut Street, 
snu king a cigar with the air of a 
gentleman, and tins one rep<Hle<i 
above said he stopped at the lh>tel 
Vendig, which is tlirectly opposite 
the big Philadelphia *fe Ivtading 
Station on Market Street. Sucli 
facts as these are kn«>wn in every 
large city of tlu^ Union. Aiid, with- 
out d<viil>t, tliey are more numerous 
than we know, fcu' it is a well-known 
fact that these peddlers try to avoid 
people of tlieir own class, their con- 
science telling them that their busi- 
ness is open to bitter 4'riticism. 

This prejudice on the [)art of the 
respeelatde deaf seems righteous 
;»nd justifiiHl when it is cousidcreii 
how it tends to haim the deaf as a 
(dass in the estimation of the 
public. Tiie public as yet knows 
very little about the deaf, and in 
tHHVsequence we are often wroi\g^y 
judged by it.- While we are si rug- 
gling for great(»r confidence and re- 
cognition in the labor world, it is 
exceedingly exasp<^rating to lind 
some of our own number pursuing 
such low ly, not to say dishonest. 
means for obtaining a living and 
therely throwing doubt upon oui 
capabilities as goo<l workmen. It 
is a lowly business because it is not 
trading orgiviisg labtu^ for a return : 
therefore it is plainly begging, and 
unworthily at that, when the person 
is al)h -bodied and strong. Can the 
intelliaent deaf cahnly sit by and 
allow such a state of things with- 
out so much as a prot(^st ? Is the 
l»raetice not detrinu ntal eiuingh to 
tlnnr interests to warrant some 
kind of action with a view to les- 
sening or abating the evil? We 
believe it is an evil, because most 
practice the business with dishorn^st 
intent. 

It is veil to consider hete how 
the evil can be reme<lied. The 
court is hardly the plaet\ The 
deaf themselves and their assoeia- 
tions may be very helpful in dis- 
couraging- the practice by a vigor- 
ous policy (d* opposition. But it 
seems of far mcu'C impiutant that 
th** public should know the dea' 
better. The result would be that 
nu>re cleaf would bi» employed 
then. Confidence is the outer 
door to employment for the deaf. 
Many cases t»onld be cited to show 
that the confidence is wanting. 
What, then, could be tlonc in do 
away with it ? 

My idea is that the autliorities ot 
the Mt. Airy School should arrange 
a public exhibit i(»n of tln^ works oX 
the tbvif <d' this State and also vse- 
cnre samples from other States, if 
f>ossitde, to make an imposing 
show. Invitations could thcr. be 
sent to the maoufaeturei's, business 
men and the public in general, to 
visit tln^ exhibition. Such an ex- 
hibit itui would not only be .very 
bt^neficdal to the intert\sts of tln^ 
deaf, out alsi> give the public a 
vastly better idea of value of the 
school. The larger the exhibition

The present method of eom- 
municating words and i<leas to the 
deaf and durnU has many imper- 
fections that appeiw to me can 
be greatly remedied. The com- 
munication has not the [jerfection 
of sjiecidi ; fiu* what idcnis an? c(»n- 
vfiyeii hy a Ti|t ;^are oficesticulation 
and v/urds are never as clear to the 
mind as these conveyed by a com- 
bination of words of a (dvilize<l 
tongue. 

Allow me Uy popos<? a method to 
confine the training and education 
of the dt^af and dmr»b in our 
ele(*mosynary instituti(His for that 
class on a telegraphic system, with- 
out the voices, and in a great 
measure without gesticuhition. 
Toi^id'orce this system, have the 
pupil make himself familiar with 
tlie telegraphic symbois. To 
practJc(3 himself on this line he uses 
no instruments but gives their in 
fli(;ations by certain movemc^nts of 
the .lips, mouth, and the use of an 
index finger. To the laity I would 
say : In telegraphy we have but 
tliree symbols — a dot and two 
drishes of different lengths, or a 
saall dash and two long ones. 
Communications in any civilized 
language can be expr(?ss<Ml by a 
{combination of these syjfibols. 
1V> the deaf we apply the dot to ex- 
press witii a t*ucker of the lips; 
t'lw th'». <lashes, a separatioii of fTie 
lips to the degree indi<!ated. At 
e;i(di end of a word a slight move- 
ment of the right hanrl or right 
imiex finjj;er is given ; at at the <md 
of a sentence a tojich (d' the lips 
with the index finger. *'Yes"is 
given with a nod, and ''No" with a 
shaKe of tiie iiead ; "I don't irrnler 
stand you," with a tdink of Ih* 
eyes, etc. The preliminary train- 
ing on this system is first to give 
objeid. lessons, so as t<; give the true 
meaning of each word. After some 
progress witij the [Uipil a granrma- 
tical c^onstruetion of tfn; languag*^ 
can be ventured upon. With them^ 
exjieriments it will l>e found that it 
will take less time to educate a 
pupil to a high stauflard than can 
be done under the old sjystem. It 
would iM»t take a long practice to 
make it graceful, nrtu'h more so 
than eating, or the hilarity of a 
good laugh. The system woidd 
bear the starn[* of intidligcince and 
refinement, and would far super- 
sede that crazy-looking gesticula- 
tion of the *dd system. 'I'lds prac 
tice of the muscles of tin? fa<'e 
woidd not interfere or mar the ex- 
pression of tin; emotions. A nmile 
or a frown would ri^tain their na- 
tural mt*aning. The gefitility of 
the jvractice is that a commiiniea- 
tion can be given without attract- 
in:r special atti^ntion. It may often 
conceal the infirmity of llie subjeet. 
It virtually gives Sfieeeh to the lijjs 
of the deaf and dumb. 

Apupil welltniined with this tele- 
graphic system would soon prove 
an expert in a telegraph oflicre, not 
in the ordimiry way, but he could 
soon learn to read from mdion the 
hammer, with the suc<*ess some of 
our old experience*] tcdegraphers 
can by the sonnrl of theeliek alon<^.

The doctor looks 
down upon our gesture language as 
b ing unc(»uth, l)ut what can be 
more gracfd'ul than a (Ninver'satirui 
or a discourse in clear-cut, well- 
rounded signs? Terhaps if* [lolit*!

The edneatiorj that a man gets in 
tln^ print ir»g trade is threefidd. His 
eyes and fingers and nerves get an 
education in handling type. Then 
he is bound tf> f)ick up general 
information. 'I'here Is no place 
where Intel ligeruje is floating'' a round 
under [)<'(»ple'« noses mor'c than in a 
f»rinting-of!lee. If yoti hav<» a mind 
to |Hck it Ufi and know sometJiing, 
you get in touch with the whole 
world of business, art, science, and 
ev**r'y form of activity, in a fashion 
almost as uwd'ul, and sometimes 
mor'c fu-actieal than you would g(d 
from a eollege edur*atiorr Even if 
yoti went into business, tfie educa- 
tive value of learning flu* jjrinting 
t)US'ness would b(^ \iriMi\{>r than 
leandng Greek ; besides, f4r( ek is a 
dea<l lartguage, and a liv^e Hmnan 
is worth a dozen dead f Greeks. Any 
priid/er will tell yini that. 

The ediuMition r-equired to start 
in f»rir»ling business is not ru'arly 
so mueh as you will \^i't from tieirig 
in it. A g(KMl common wdiocd 
education may lie us<»ful or it may 
Ufd. Homed imes a great deal you 
learn at sehocd has to be unlearned 
liefor'e you can get on the track of 
any praetical busiru'ss. This is so 
in prirding. If you have learned 
all about puncttiation at school, 
yr»u will probably be not much 
better <»fT (HI that point in a print 
intr ofliie than if you had learrjed 
nothing at all. Sch(M)l [uiiKdua- 
tion is one tiling and printing- 
ofliee purifduatlrui is anotJu^r, and 
sensible, reaNonable pirnctuation, is 
stifl anfdher thing which we haven't 
quite r-eached yet in typogr'at>hy, 
but they come nearer t^) it in siurie 
of t'he great monthly magazines, 
the (U'liiury^ for example, than 
they do anywhere else. 

Every printing-of!iee fias its own 
rules or "style," /is it is callf>d, and 
i^swy firoof' reader, cMlitor, pub- 
lisher and foreman is likely to be 
more or h»ss of a cnink and have 
his (»wn f>et sc[ueak on quest ions of 
punctuation. The* bc^st way to 
learn is to jump right into a print- 



ing-office and learn as you go; no 
matter how little you know, if you 
want to become a printer, start 
right in where you are. Give it a 
good trial, and if you're sure you 
don't like tlu^ business, quit. Hut 
if you do like it, eang (m and get 
t,o the top. — Wfdslan DLret/^ in fjtr
